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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is Matsunaga (US 2001/0054206) as evidenced by 
International Cosmetic Ingredient Dictionary and Handbook, 7 th edition (1997). 
Matsunaga et al disclose a fluorescent dye corresponding to formula (F2) of the instant 
application (see page 7 of the specification) to which a silicone is added; 
amodimethicone is exemplified. Amodimethicone corresponds to aminosilicone of 
formula (A), as evidenced by Handbook. It would not have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to substitute the fluorescent dyes of Formula (F3) of the 
claimed invention for the fluorescent dye of Matsunaga et al., because the fluorescent 
dyes of Formula (F3) are structurally distinct from the fluorescent dye of Matsunaga et 
al The fluorescent dye of Matsunaga et al is two amino-substituted phenyl groups 
connected by an imine group, while the dyes of Formula (F3) are two (amino-substituted 
phenyl)-alkylene pyridyl groups connected by an optionally substituted alkylene group. 
Additionally, the following commonly-owned patents claim compositions comprising the 
dyes of Formula (F3), for which Applicants have timely filed Terminal Disclaimers: 
7,147,673; 7,150,764; 7,186,278; 7,192,454; 7,195,651 ; 7,198,650; 7,204,860; 
7,208,018; 7,250,064; and 7,303,589.
